Such 
considerations are size and 
form of growth, foliage pat¬ 
terns and ripening season 
must be taken into account 
to guarantee best results. 

The advice of local nursery¬ 
men, based on their experi¬ 
ence, will prove valuable in 
selection of species and va¬ 
rieties.

In the first trio the ripen¬ 
ing period begins in early 
June with Early Elbertas, 
flouri.shes in early July with 
the perfect shaped Gold Du.st 
and climaxes in late July 
with the highly-colored Free¬ 
dom Nectarines. (In South¬ 
ern California, gardeners 
should substitute Panamint, 
Palomar or Silver Lode Nec¬ 
tarines for Freedom Necta¬ 
rines.) 

THE OTHER trio has a more 
widely spread bearing sea¬ 
son. Springtime ripens in 
May, Panamint Nectarines 
in July and Golden Blush 
Peaches in August. The 
bright rod- outer color of 
Panamint Nectarines in¬ 
creases the already substan¬ 
tial benefits in terms of fruit 
quality provided by this mid¬ 
season fruit. Springtime's 
early crop has a sweet but 
tangy flavor. 

In addition to these two 
popular combinations which 
most local nurseries encour¬ 
age, the combinations of 
three varieties of the same 
fruit are excellent. In .some 
instances, in fact, the com¬ 
bination is necessary. 

Cherries, plums and al¬ 
monds, for example, require 
cross-pollination, so they 
must be planted near ap¬ 
propriate trees of their spe¬ 
cies even when planted 
singly. Combining varieties 
of the same fruit have the 
advantage of obtaining uni¬ 
form foliage appearance.

Poisonous If Eaten

Many of the most common plants and shrubs that grow 
in Southern California arc poisonous if oaten, or can cause 
a severe contact dermatitis in .some individuals. Because 
fatalities in children have occasionally occurred after in¬ 
gestion of .some such poisonous substance, the question of 
legislation to eradicate cer¬ 
tain jKii.sonous plants and 
-shrubs has arisen. 

Several weeks ago a child 
in Oxnard died as the ro.sult 
of eating oleander loave.s, 
and since that time the au¬ 
thorities of this cit.v have 
outlawed these shrubs with¬ 
in the city limits. At best, 
however, such regulations 
arc of limited value and of¬ 
fer no permanent solution to 
the general problem of this 
type of poisoning a m o n g 
children. 

There will, for example, 
always be the ubiquitous 
toad.stool, regardless of leg¬ 
islation. Ami ctiildren at 
play liave been known to 
protend that these pretty l)ut 
often lethal fungi were ice 
cream cones.

in skin irritation through make use 
contact, are: amaryllis, iris, experience, 
narci.ssus, wild garlic, the

bushe.s, delphinium, English 
ivy, lark.spur, and poison oak. Y ** UL 
This incomplete list einpha- f 
sizes the fact that oleander ' M 

is only one of the deadly or 
at loa.st highly dangerous 
flora that are extant. 

The general problem of 

permitting poison to exist 
where young children live 
or play involves a sizeable 
number of tragic deaths. But 
plants do not rate a place 
near the top of the deadly 
list. Most children obtain 
their poisons from the fam¬ 
ily kitchen, laundry and 
medicine cabinet without 
over going out into the gar¬ 
den. 

The long term solution of 
how children may live safe¬ 
ly surrounded by the poisons 
of the garden and those

found inside the home lies 
in the education of adults 
to tho.so dangers. 

IN THE FINAL analysis, it 
is up to parents to impress 
upon their children that they 
must never eat or even taste 
the leave.s, berries or fruits 
found in neighborhood yards, 
in park.s, or in a wild state 
in the deserts and hill.s. 

Furtliormoro, adult loaders 
wlio teach groups of children 
the fundamentals of survival 
without a regular food sup¬ 
ply would do well to recon¬ 
sider this type of education 
in the light of its inherent 
clangers. 

Legislation concerning poi¬ 
sonous flora can never take 
the place of good parental 
supervision in the matter of 
preventing i«)isoning among 
children.
